Increase March 2nd 


The changes in the som 
cial security law signed 
by President Johnson on 
January 2, 1968 will mean 
a benefit increase of at 
least 13 percent in the so- 
cial security checks of a- 
bout 21,000 men, women, 
and children in the Dothan 


A area, 
Harry N, Scott, Dis- 
trict Manager for Social 


3 Security in Dothan, stated 


that the Social Security Ad- 
ministration’s high speed 
electronic computers are 
figuring the increases ‘for 
all 23,700,000 social se- 
curity beneficiaries around 
the country and will finish 
the task in time to include 
the increased in the checks 
delivered early in March, 
Beneficiaries need not 
take any action to get the 
increase. It will he sent 
to them automatically, 
Residents of this area 
can expect the first in- 
creased check on Saturday, 
March 2nd, one day earl- 
ier than the usual 3rd of the 
month delivery of social 
security henefit checks un- 
der a recent arrangement 
with the Treasuryt Depart. 
ment and the Post Office, 
social security checks are 
delivered a day early in- 
stead of a day late when 
the 3rd of the month falls 
on a Sunday or holiday, 
Some social security 
beneficiaries will receive 
more than a 13 percent 
increase, The minimqm 
benefit for workers retir- 
ing at ¢5 is increased from 
$44 to $55, The average 
benefit payable to a ree 
tired worker, about $86 
will be raised to $98, an 
increase of $12 a month, 
The average couple’s bene-~

The last increase in the 
social security benefits a- 
mounted to 7 percent, and 
was effective January 1965, 

. About 3 out of every 
10 beneficiaries receiving 
an increased check early 
in March will be someone 
under 65, many of them the 
children of working fathers 
who have died, The value 
of social security survi- 
vors insurance is often 
overlooked, Social secur- 
ity is more than just a 
retirement system, It is 
also income protection for 
the family in case of the 
breadwinner’s death or 
disability, 

Scott also explained that 
under the amended law, 
maximum payments’ to 
families now on the social 
security benefit rolls will 
go up from the currently 
payable maximum of 
$309.20 a month to $322,40, 


In the future the maximum 
payable monthly to any one 
family can be as high as 
$434.40,

CALL A HALT 


One of the nation’s highly respected fiseal ex- 
perts, Maurice Stans, former Director Bureau of 
the Budget, has expressed concern over the inroads 
that inflation, the silent tax, is making on the Amer- 
ican economy, 

He said that we need only look back to the days 
of 1960 to 1965, when prices rose only 1b per 
cent a year. In 1966 we had a 3 per cent inflation 
or double the 1960-65 rate, and in 1967 another 
3 per cent increase was recorded. “This year a 5 
per cent or more increase threatens.” he said. 

The last session of Congress enacted appropria- 
tions from S57 to SLO billion above those of the year 
before, and during the first three-quarters of calen- 
dar 1967 actual federal spending ran 13 per cent 
ahead of 1966. 

The concurrence of more balance-of-payments 
difficulties and accelerating domestic inflation is 
significant, Mr. Stans stated. It should serve as a 
pertinent warning to those who manage our fiseal 
fail to 
recognize the dangers of inflation for our own mar- 
kets, we will very shortly be reminded of its con- 
sequences in international relationships. 

With this background of large government defi- 
cits, a long unfayorable balance-of-payments, new 


and monetary policies. However long we 


crises in international finances. growing inflation 
at home, and general uncertainty for business and 
the domestic economy, it is a good time to prove for 
a better way of doing things, according to Mr. Stans. 

Now is the time to make substantial progress in 
getting our federal budget in order and to reduce 
the inflationary pressures during 1968. 
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IS NOW here and as 
usual most business operators 
are a little frightened as to 
vhat the future will hold fror 
a business standpoint, Usually 
all of January is uncertain and

yy ACNE. 
Acne is so common 


fiction, particularly among 
teenagers, that many doctors 
and laymen regard it as an 


unavoidable side effect of hor- 
n.onal changes during puberty. 

Unfortunately, reports Dr. 
Jerome K, Fisher, of Pasadena, 
California, there is more to 


acne than meets the eye. “And, 


much of the trouble,” he says, 
“can be traced to what goes 
into the victim's stomach,” 

Dr. Fisher recently reported 
to the American Dermatologi- 
cal Association that in a study 
of more than a thousand pa- 
tients seen over the past ten 
years, he discovered that one 
of the principal villains was 
milk. 

Some of his teen-age patients, 
he found, drank as much as 
four quarts of milk a day, 
four times as much as the 
national average, and that as 
soon as he cut down on their 
milk intake their acne began 
to clear up. 

Cow's milk contains 3!2 
times as much salt as human 
milk, Dr. Fisher noted, along 
with generous amounts of but- 
terfat and milk sugars. Both 
sugar and fat, he said, ag- 
uravate acne. 

More to the point, however, 
is the fact that female hor- 
mones in the cow's milk cause 
a chemical reaction in the 
body which stimulates the pro- 
duction of sebum, the waxy 
substance secreted by the se- 
baceous glands of the upper 
trunk and head. 

These myriad, tiny glands are 
easily blocked by the hardened 
sebum, which creates a black- 
head. In its efforts to get rid 
of this plug, the body starts 
the inflammatory process, 
causing pimples. 

A major element in Dr. 
Fisher's acne treatment is diet. 
He advises teenagers to cut 
down on foods rich in both 
tats and sweets, such as fried 
foods, ice cream, peanut but-

In treating acne, Dr. Fisher 
prescribes antibotics to con- 
trol the bacteria and drain the 
pustules, drying lotions to re- 
‘duce the skin’s oiliness, and 
soap and water cleanliness 
plus germicides to prevent the 
infection from spreading.

When caused by a_ bacterial 
infection, as proven by a throat 
culture, your physician proba- 
bly will prescribe an antibiotic 
to eliminate the offending or- 
ganism. 

Most minor cases of pharyn- 
gitis or sore throat will clear 
up by themselves within a few 
days. During that time, you 
may use gargles to relieve the 
pain and discomfort of the 
sore throat. One of the most 
effective, I have found, is a 
non-prescription topical anes- 
thetic called Chloraseptic. In 
clinical studies, patients re- 
ported dramatic sore throat 
relief within seconds after 
spraying or gargling. 

When other symptoms, such 
as fever or malaise are present 
along with throat soreness, 
you should see your physician. 
This is true, too, if the throat 
soreness does not disappear 
within a few days.

plies particularly to those 
who have some form of 
heart trouble, Their first 
and best move is to stack 
the skis pending a medical 
checkup. People with mild 
forms of heart disorders 
may be able to go skiing 
safely if the physician ad- 
vises it. He may do so if 
the condition is under con- 
trol, 

Even for a person with 
‘a healthy heart and his 
doctor’s green light, there 
is an additional word of 
caution, the Heart Asso~ 
ciation notes, Much skiing 
is done at high altitudes 
and this places an added 
burden on heart and lungs, 
There is a reduced pres- 
sure of oxygen in the air 
the higher one goes above 
sea level, The heart must 
work harder to pump 
enough blood to supply the 
body's oxygen needs, 

Some normal indivi- 
duals who immediatley en- 
gage in unaccustomed phy- 
sical exertion after a sud- 


den change in altitude may 
develop pulmonary edema 
(wet lungs) which leaves 
them unable to help them-| 
selves. Unless Oxygen can 
be given to them quickly 
or they can be removed 
speedily to lower altitude, 
their lives are in danger. 

This condition can be 
avoided by allowing the 
body tobecome accustomed 
to the high altitude without 
strenuous exercise, Just 
enjoy the scenery the first 
day. Then, the ski slopes 
can be enjoyed safely, even 
if an occasional sitzmark 
is left in the snows of 
wintertime, Have fun but 
use discretion, Alabama 


Heart cautions, 


If you plan hunting at 
higher altitudes than you’re 
accustomed to, get there 
a few days early to adjust 
to the atmosphere before 
you plunge in, says your 
Heart Association.

Measles Eradication Underway 


COUNTY TO GIVE SHOTS THIS MONTH 


The Coffee County 
He alth Department in co- 
Operation with the Coffee 
County Medical Society will 
conduct a mass measles 
vaccine program in the 
county on January 24, 25 
and 26th, Dr. GC, D, Mc» 
Leod, County Health Of- 
ficer, stated that this would 
be part of a nationwide 
measles eradication pros 
gram, Without this type 
program, Dr, Mcleod con- 
tinued, projections through 
1974 show that the accumu- 
lated number of measles 
cases will top 7,000,000, 
During the same period 
of time, as a result of 
measles * complications, 
there will be about 7,400 
of encephalitis, 2,300 cases 
of mental retardation and 
some 730 deaths. With 
mass immunization pro- 
wrams, the accumulated 
number of measles cases 
during the next ten years 
could he reduced by 90%, 
And by 1969 encephalitis, 
mental retardation and 
death due to measles could 
be virtually eliminated, All 
children from 12 months 
of age through the six grade 
of school are eligible for 
free vaccine, 

Children that have al- 
ready had red measles or 
the measles vaccine are 
adequately immunized and 
do not need additional pro- 
tection, however, red or 
seven day measles should 
not be confused with small 
three day measles, If there 
iX any doubt as to the type 


ifitasies a child has had, 
it is recommended that 
they take the vaccine, 


Children should not have 
the vaccine that are sick 
with a fever, allergic to 
eggs or epg products or 
under treatment for some 
chronic disease, 


Several specially 
trained teams from the 
State Health Department 


will work with local health 
nurses inadministering the 
vaccine. Hypospray inject- 
or puns will be employed 
during the program which 
will eliminate the use of 


needle and syringes and 
make the entire operation 
much faster and less paine 
ful to the child, Arrange- 
ments have been made with 
the City and County Super- 
intendendents of Education 
to vaccinate school child- 
ren from their classrooms, 
Dr. Mcleod emphasized 
the fact, however, that no 
child would receive the 
vaccine without a signed 
permission slip from their 
parents or SURE EN Par- 
ents with pre-school child- 
ren are encouraged to take 
their children to the neare 
est school scheduled in 
their community, 
Clinic schedules 
listed as follows:

More Than Half of the 
children who have measles 
suffer some form of brain 
involvement, as indicated 
by adnormal electroen+ 
cephaloyraphs taken during 
the course of the disease, 
Though the Eggs go back 
to normal when the child- 
ren have recovered from 
the measles, researchers 
do not know what interior 
changes may have taken 
place before the return to 
normal, 

It is recommended that 
all children be yaccinated 
as early as possible since 
almost half of the measles 
cases occur in children 
under five. The measles 
vaccine does not interfere 
with the ‘‘baby shots’’-- 
Diphtheria - Whooping 
Cough - Tetanus, However 
there should be at least 
a 14-day interval between 
the measles vaccination 
and oral polio (Sabin) or 
smallpox vaccination, 

Although measles vac- 
cines have heen available 
for more than three years, 
only 12 million children 
have been vaccinated; most 
of them under the age of 
two. 

Another 12 Million 
Children Must Be Vaccin- 
ated if measles is to be 
eradicated. According to 
the U, S, Public Health 
Service, measles could be 
eliminated within two years 
if the children of suscep- 
tible age were vaccinated,
